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PRIMAVERA 

Pine  Manor  Dedicates  Sculpture  to  Celebrate  its  75th

"Think  of  Stonehenge,  math,  and 
science.  Think  of  Greek  civiliza- 
tion and  the  elements  of  classical 
architecture.  Think  about  totems 
from  other  cultures,  and  finally, 
think  about  giving  your  soul 
because  you  are  going  to  see  it 
right  here." 

These  dramatic  words  by  Bar- 
bara Brown  Lee  '60  introduced 
Dimitri  Hadzi's  sculpture, 
"Primavera,"  to  a crowd  of  Pine 
Manor  graduates,  parents, 
trustees,  alumnae,  faculty  and 
staff.  Artist  Jamie  Wyeth  also 
spoke  at  the  dedication  which 
topped  a year  of  events  celebrat- 
ing Pine  Manor's  75-year  history. 

"It  represents  rebirth,  fresh- 
ness, new  spirit,  hopefulness, 
blossoming,"  said  the  sculptor. 
"It  symbolizes  the  beginning,  the 
spring,  primavera.  I also  want  it 
to  symbolize  the  dramatic  change 
taking  place  in  the  young  minds 
to  which  this  work  is  dedicated 
— the  young  women  of  Pine 
Manor  College."  Hadzi  received 
the  commission  a year  ago  from 
Pine  Manor's  sculpture  commit- 
tee, chaired  by  Lee,  after  winning 
a nationwide  competition.

The  sculpture,  created  out  of  seven 
tons  of  granite  brought  from  Pennsyl- 
vania, New  Hampshire,  and  Canada 
and  costing  $100,000,  was  made  pos- 
sible through  the  generosity  of  Car- 
olyn Mann  Caswell  '52  and  Ruth 
Barstow  Dixon  '33.  Both  served  on 
the  sculpture  committee  judging  the 
competition.  Caswell,  a trustee, 
chairs  the  college's  Visiting  Commit- 
tee on  Art  History  and  the  Visual 
Arts.  This  purchase  of  a major  piece 
of  art  is  Pine  Manor's  first  and 
launches  an  art  acquisitions  program 
to  establish  a small  permanent 
collection. 

The  15-foot  granite  work,  built  on  a 
post-and-lintel  scheme,  stands  at  the 


center  of  the  courtyard  of  the  Annen- 
berg Library  and  Communications 
Center.  The  sculpture's  colors  of 
pink,  charcoal,  and  grey  echo  those 
of  the  slate,  granite  trim,  and  pud- 
dingstone  in  the  $3.2  million  center 
opened  last  May  and  dedicated  by 
First  Lady  Nancy  Reagan. 

"Hadzi's  granite  — those  lovely 
pinks  and  greys  — lends  itself  per- 
fectly to  the  site,”  said  Barbara  Lee. 
"Paul  Sun,  the  library's  architect, 
pulled  me  aside  and  told  me  he  was 
just  thrilled,  that  Hadzi's  work  was 
perfect  for  the  building.” 

Jamie  Wyeth,  whose  work  with 
that  of  his  father  Andrew  and  grand- 
father N.C.  was  on  exhibit  in  the  So- 


viet Union,  spoke  of  the  necessity  of 
art  for  freedom  and  culture.  "Paint- 
ing, music,  dance,  literature  are  not 
themselves  the  tools  of  politics  — nor 
should  they  be  — but  they  do  set 
yardsticks  of  aspiration,  standards  of 
excellence,  and  emblems  of  humanity.” 
Art  is  the  carrier  of  a universal  mes- 
sage, said  Wyeth.  "In  a world  of  in- 
creasing tensions,  more  and  more,  a 
common  language  becomes  essential 
to  coexistence.  I feel,  without  ques- 
tion, that  common  language  is  art.” 
This  dedication,  said  Wyeth,  indi- 
cates Pine  Manor's  belief  that  "the 
arts  are  a major  part  of  one's  educa- 
tion, and  in  a larger  sense,  a major 
part  of  one's  life.”

"I  want  it  to  symbolize  the  dramatic  change  taking  place  in  the  young 
minds  to  which  this  work  is  dedicated ,"  said  Hadzi  of  Primavera. 


Donor  Carolyn  Caswell  spoke  of 
the  hours  of  volunteer  effort  behind 
the  sculpture  competition.  A commit- 
tee comprised  of  alumnae  artists  and 
arts  professionals,  art  history  and  vi- 
sual arts  professors,  art  collectors,  ar- 
chitects, and  a student  worked  a full 
year  gathering  names,  reviewing 
portfolios,  staging  and  judging  the  fi- 
nal competition.  "[Chair]  Barbara 
Brown  Lee  has  been  wonderful;  she 
has  brought  to  the  scene  art  knowl- 
edge, expertise,  and  experience," 
said  Caswell. 

Lee,  who  is  the  director  of  educa- 
tion at  the  Milwaukee  Art  Museum, 
marveled  at  the  committee's  coopera- 
tive effort:  "It  was  a serious,  hard- 


working, thought-provoking  com- 
mittee. Everyone  did  her  share.  It's 
nothing  short  of  a miracle  to  find  a 
sculpture  so  appropriate  to  the  set- 
ting. I really  do  feel  it's  quite 
spectacular." 

The  competition  winner,  Dimitri 
Hadzi,  has  long  enjoyed  interna- 
tional acclaim.  He  has  received  a 
Fulbright  Fellowship,  Guggenheim 
Grant,  and  Tiffany  Award,  and  has 
exhibited  his  work  in  more  than  25 
museums  from  Italy  and  Holland  to 
New  York  and  Montreal.  Hadzi  has 
had  major  commissions  nationwide, 
including  local  pieces  in  Harvard 
Square  and  at  Copley  Place  as  well  as 
major  works  for  New  York's  Lincoln 


Center,  Stanford  University  and  at 
the  federal  reserve  banks  in  Min- 
neapolis and  Portland,  Oregon. 

Hadzi  has  works  in  several  public  col- 
lections, including  those  of  the 
Smithsonian  and  the  Museum  of 
Modern  Art.  Since  1977,  he  has  been 
a studio  professor  of  art  at  Harvard 
University. 

Perhaps  donor  Ruth  Dixon  best 
summed  up  the  spirit  of  the  day: 

"The  arts  lift  our  spirits  and  remind 
us  of  unlimited  resources  within  us. 
Through  the  arts  we  expand  our  hori- 
zons." Thanks  to  her  efforts,  those  of 
Caswell  and  Lee  and  countless  com- 
mittee members.  Pine  Manor's  march 
with  art  has  taken  a giant  step.  ±

TESTING  THE  LIMITS 

Triathlete  Barbara  Boars  '68

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r .)  long-distance  swimming,  biking,  and  running  in  one  race.  Triathlete  Barbara  Bours  '68  above. 


To  most  people,  swimming  2 
miles,  biking  52  miles,  then 
running  13  more  sounds 
nothing  short  of  crazy.  But  for  tri- 
athlete Barbara  Bours,  it  is  precisely 
her  idea  of  fun. 

"I  do  it  because  1 love  it,"  says  the 
5'4"  strawberry  blonde.  "It  makes  me 
feel  good.  I'm  so  much  sharper  men- 
tally when  I'm  in  shape  physically.  It 
makes  me  feel  very  positive  about  the 
business  hassles  I have  to  deal  with.  1 
have  a very  high  energy  level,  and  1 
love  the  competition." 

Triathlons,  races  which  combine 
long-distance  swimming,  biking,  and 
running,  range  from  short  distance 
events  to  the  most  brutal  triathlon, 
the  Ironman.  A decade  ago  in 
Hawaii,  a mere  dozen  men  managed 
to  swim  2.4  miles,  bike  112  miles  and 
run  another  26  for  a few  homemade 
trophies.  In  October  '86,  over  a thou- 
sand competed  for  almost  $100,000  in 
prize  money.  Today,  the  sport  at- 
tracts over  a million  worldwide  and 
amateurs  like  Barbara  spend  their 
spare  time  training  for  these  mar- 
athons of  endurance,  skill,  and 
determination. 

Each  night,  after  a long  day  of 
meetings  and  seminars  as  an  energy 


consultant,  Barbara  grabs  her  run- 
ning shoes  or  her  high-tech  racing 
bike  to  tackle  the  rolling  hills  that  sur- 
round her  home  in  Portland,  Oregon. 
Each  summer  weekend,  Barbara 
packs  up  her  wetsuit,  helmet,  shoes, 
gloves,  and  bike,  and  heads  to  a tri- 
athlon. At  39,  she  has  competed  in  21 
triathlons,  and  many  biathlons,  bike, 
and  road  races  across  the  Northwest. 

"I  was  born  motivated.  I've  always 
liked  challenges.  I've  always  liked  the 
feeling  of  giving  something  every- 
thing I have,"  says  Barbara  whose 
winning  ambitions  extend  to  her  ca- 
reer. "My  work  life  is  crazy.  I started 
my  own  energy  management  and 
consulting  business  last  summer.  I 
answer  proposals  to  government 
agencies  and  electric  utilities  on  en- 
ergy conservation  and  marketing 
energy-efficient  housing.  We  orga- 
nize training  sessions,  all  of  which  I 
attend  for  on-site  management.  From 
January  through  April,  I traveled  two 
to  four  days  a week  each  week  except 
two." 

Her  travels  take  her  all  over 
Oregon  as  well  as  to  Alaska,  Califor- 
nia, Montana,  Washington  and 
Idaho.  "The  hardest  part  is  keeping 
up  my  training,"  she  says.  "I  take 


along  my  running  shoes,  but  since  I 
eat  in  restaurants,  it's  hard  to  eat 
what  I prefer  — fish,  grains,  and  veg- 
etables, no  salt,  sugar,  cooking  oil  or 
butter  fat." 

Barbara's  own  energy,  oddly 
enough,  gave  her  a start  in  the  energy 
business.  One  night,  after  a late 
party,  she  joined  a boatful  of  people 
on  their  way  to  an  after-hours  bar.  At 
2:00  a.m.,  the  boat  headed  back,  only 
to  run  out  of  gas  halfway  across  the 
lake.  Undaunted,  Barbara  — who 
happened  to  be  wearing  a black 
bathing  suit  under  her  black  eyelet 
dress  — dived  into  the  water  and 
towed  the  boat  to  shore.  Impressed 
by  her  quick  wits  and  innovative  ap- 
proach, a fellow  passenger,  the 
general  manager  of  an  electric  utility 
association,  offered  her  a job.  Eight 
months  later  she  took  it,  a position 
she  would  keep  for  five  years  until 
she  started  her  own  firm. 

As  an  athlete,  Barbara  started  early 
— learning  to  swim  at  two  and  to 
play  tennis  at  five.  "We  had  a pool 
and  a tennis  court  at  our  home  in  Del- 
aware. I always  had  a bike  and  my 
parents  always  encouraged  us  to  par- 
ticipate in  sports,"  she  says.  "My 
parents,  now  turning  70,  scuba  dive. 
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play  tennis,  squash,  and  golf,  and  ski 
a month  every  winter.  Recently  they 
took  up  parasailing  at  their  home  in 
Hawaii.” 

At  the  encouragement  of  her 

brother,  Barbara  left  a jewelry 
business  she  ran  on  Cape  Cod 
to  move  to  Oregon  in  1973.  She  began 
running  with  him  and  a few  years 
later  started  competing  in  10  and  15k 
races.  When  the  first  biathlon  (a  swim 
and  a run)  came  to  her  area  in  1976, 
Barbara  entered  — and  placed  sec- 
ond. She  was  hooked,  and  tried  her 
first  triathlon  four  years  later. 

”1  had  always  been  a swimmer  and 
a runner  and  had  hiked  occasionally. 
It  seemed  a natural  for  me  so  I tried  it. 
At  the  time,  the  short  course  race  in- 
cluded a 1.5k  [.9  mi.]  swim,  40k  [25 
mi.]  bike  and  a 15k  [9.3  mi.]  run.  The 
standard  course  is  now  only  10k.  I 
really  didn't  know  if  I could  do  it.” 
The  early  triathlons  lacked  the 
high-tech  equipment  of  today's  races: 
"They  had  changing  tents  for  the 
transition  to  bikes  after  the  swim.  I 
changed  my  clothes,  brushed  my 
hair,  powdered  my  feet.  1 figured  I 
needed  the  rest.  I look  back  now  and 
can  hardly  believe  I did  that.  Nev- 
ertheless, I came  in  fifth  in  my 
division.  I couldn't  believe  I finished. 
A great  feeling  of  accomplishment.” 
Today's  triathletes  wear  tri-suits, 
colorful  Lycra  one-piece  bathing 
suits-cum-shorts,  for  all  three  events. 
During  the  swim-to-bike  transition, 
racers  toss  off  bathing  caps  and  gog- 
gles, strap  on  lace-lock  shoes  and 
aerodynamic  helmets,  snap  plastic 
soles  onto  metal  bar  bindings,  grab 
racing  gloves  and  kick  off  while  strap- 
ping their  feet  to  the  pedals  — all  in 
just  over  a minute. 

All  equipment,  from  the  $90  racing 
shoes  to  the  $1200  bikes,  from  the  $90 
pedals  to  the  $60  aerodynamic 
helmets  are  designed  for  one  pur- 
pose: speed.  Triathletes  use  special 
racing  wheels  with  bladelike  spokes 
for  aerodynamic  efficiency.  Seats 
have  chamois  saddles  and  gloves 
ease  the  hammering  caused  by  rough 
roads.  Special  biking  shoes  which 
snap  onto  the  pedals  give  racers 
power  on  every  upward  pull  and 
downward  push.  Since  the  foot  is 
locked  in  position,  all  the  motion  and 
power  move  in  one  direction,  says 
Bours;  there's  no  wasted  energy. 

In  1985,  Barbara  competed  in  ten 
triathlons  and  placed  24th  out  of  41  at 
the  nationals  in  Hilton  Head,  South 
Carolina  — despite  an  infected  foot

and  recently  sprained  ankle.  But  for 
her,  one  race  stands  out  in  particular. 
To  test  her  limits,  she  entered  the  Re- 
gional Long  Course  Championship, 
a grueling  race  which  combined 
swimming  2 miles,  biking  52,  and 
running  13.  Having  trained  so  exten- 
sively, she  was  nervous,  but  ready. 

However,  on  race  day,  a 58-degree 
lake  frothed  with  white  caps  and  the 
mountain  breeze  lowered  the  air  tem- 
perature to  33  degrees.  Despite  the 
conditions,  85  competitors  crowded 
the  beach,  intrepid  Barbara  Bours 
among  them. 

"I  was  anxious  to  compete  so  I had 
bought  a wetsuit.  I thought  if  these 
others  can  do  it,  I can  do  it,”  said  Bar- 
bara. "During  the  swim,  my  feet 
froze,  but  the  more  people  that 
dropped  out,  the  more  of  a challenge 
it  was  to  do  it.  After  the  swim,  al- 
though the  temperature  had  risen  to 
40  degrees,  I couldn't  get  my  wetsuit 
off,  my  hands  were  so  numb.  For- 
tunately, biking  with  numb  feet 
doesn't  really  matter  since  they  are 
strapped  to  the  pedals.” 

After  the  swim,  Barbara  faced  a 26- 
mile  bike  ride  up  Mt.  Bachelor  and  26 
miles  down  again.  "Going  up  was 
pretty  tough,  but  coming  down  was 
wonderful.  The  scenery  was  beauti- 
ful. I love  the  speed;  I can't  go  fast 
enough,"  she  says.  "But  the  run  was 
a killer.  My  feet  were  still  cold  and  I 
was  chilled.  It  was  my  first  long  tri- 
athlon and  I hadn't  eaten  anything. 
Most  people  eat  bananas  or  dried 
fruit.  Since  I usually  compete  in 
shorter  distances,  I didn't  realize  how 
important  it  was  to  eat  along  the  way. 
I died  during  the  run.  I should  have 
eaten.  It's  sort  of  like  hitting  a wall.  I 
just  kept  talking  to  myself,  'only  4 


miles  to  go.'  It's  amazing  the  things 
you  pull  out  from  the  depths  of  your- 
self at  a time  like  that." 

Barbara  pulled  well  — and  won 
first  place  in  her  age  group.  This 
achievement,  among  others, 
prompted  Oregon's  governor  to  cite 
Barbara  with  an  award  for  excellence 
in  1986.  But  winning,  for  Barbara,  is 
only  the  final  pleasure.  "The  main 
reason  I love  triathlons  is  because  of 
the  psychological  benefits.  It's  work 
when  I'm  out  there,  but  afterwards, 
the  endorphins  released  by  my  body 
give  me  a real  sense  of  well-being.  I 
would  exercise  anyway,  and  1 get  a 
better  sense  of  achievement  by  set- 
ting goals." 

Setting  goals  includes  a rigorous 
training  schedule.  This  past 
May,  Barbara  logged  401  miles 
— 301  on  a bike,  94  on  the  run,  and 
6 in  the  water  — a fairly  average 
month.  This  mileage  included  two 
triathlons,  four  running  races,  a 
biathlon,  and  a pentathlon  with  four 
teammates. 

"I  work  out  every  day,  but  I do 
what  I feel  like  doing.  I let  my  body 
tell  me  what  I want  to  do  that  day," 
she  says.  "I  know  what  my  weak- 
nesses are  and  what  I have  to  work 
on.  I let  my  conscience  be  my  guide." 

For  the  most  part,  Bours  races  in 
the  Pacific  Northwest,  although  occa- 
sionally she  travels  to  compete. 
Recently,  while  visiting  a friend  in 
San  Diego,  she  heard  about  a tri- 
athlon when  she  rented  a bike  for  the 
weekend.  Rising  at  four,  she  drove 
two  hours  to  the  race  course,  con- 
vinced officials  to  let  her  register  that 
day,  and  hit  the  beach  with  three 
minutes  to  spare.  She  had  never  rid- 


den the  rental  bike  (and  the  chain 
wasn't  attached)  nor  did  she  have  her 
racing  equipment;  nevertheless,  she 
placed  fourth  in  her  division  and 
more  important,  says  Bours,  "I  enjoy 
the  camaraderie." 

"Out  of  necessity,  I tie  in  a lot  of 
my  social  life  with  my  sports  ac- 
tivities. I like  the  men  — especially 
their  physiques!  Triathletes  tend  to  be 
more  well-rounded  in  their  person- 
alities and  interests,  more  outgoing 
than  runners  or  bikers.  They  tend  to 
be  Type  A achievers,  which  I guess 
it's  fair  to  say  I am  as  well. 

"Business  and  triathlons  are  both 
priorities  for  me,"  says  Barbara.  "For- 
tunately, they  have  opposite 
schedules:  racing  occurs  in  the  sum- 
mer and  the  energy  work  picks  up  in 
the  fall  and  winter.  Since  I run  my 
own  business  I don't  have  to  work  an 
eight-hour  day  every  day  — I make 
up  for  it  with  12-hour  days  when  I'm 
there.  I'm  free  to  travel  for  races. 
When  I'm  in  business,  I don't  think  of 
myself  as  an  athlete.  My  business 
friends  are  amazed  that  I fit  sports  in. 
But  the  racing  keeps  me  healthy  and 
sharp.  I'm  more  efficient  with  my 
time  at  work  so  the  two  really  com- 
plement each  other." 

Pine  Manor,  a college  she  remem- 
bers for  its  art  and  theatre  classes  and 
strong  liberal  arts  program,  wit- 
nessed her  athletic  efforts  as  well. 
While  skiing  in  Lake  Placid  over  win- 
ter break,  Barbara  tore  ligaments  in 
her  knee  and  had  cartilage  removed. 
Hampered  by  a large  cast,  Barbara 
traveled  by  golf  cart  to  classes  and  her 
dorm.  "I  would  spin  around  campus 
with  my  friends,"  she  remembers. 
"One  day,  we  drove  the  cart  right 
through  the  refectory  — in  one  door 
and  out  the  other.  They  were  very 
forgiving." 

At  the  time  of  this  interview,  Bar- 
bara had  just  completed  the 
Monterey  Bay  triathlon.  Finishing 
third  in  her  age  division,  Barbara 
qualified  for  the  world  champion- 
ships, the  Ironman,  in  Hawaii.  She 
was  looking  forward  to  turning  40 
(thereby  qualifying  for  a new  age  di- 
vision) and  a summer  full  of 
triathlons. 

"I'll  keep  doing  them  as  along  as  I 
can  stay  healthy,"  she  says.  "It's  only 
difficult  if  I am  injured  and  can't  com- 
pete. Then  I suffer.  I tend  to  be 
compulsive  — to  really  push  in  an 
event  I'm  trying  to  win.  But  after  a 
race  I recover  quickly.  I really  feel 
wonderful.  I love  triathlons."  A 
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WINNING  WOMEN,  WINNING  WAYS 


"The  swim  start  is  the  hardest,"  says 
Trish  Macvaugh,  40,  a Pine  Manor 
English  professor.  "Waves  of  people 
hit  the  beach,  the  professionals  first, 
followed  by  each  age  group  of  ama- 
teurs. You  get  kicked  a lot." 

"People  swim  right  over  you," 
adds  Sally  Pym,  37,  Pine  Manor's  as- 
sociate academic  dean.  "It's  standard 
practice  to  grab  someone's  ankles  to 
pass.  The  beginning  is  traumatic." 

The  two  triathletes  speak  from  ex- 
perience — between  them,  they've 
competed  in  20  of  these  swimming- 
biking-running marathons  including 
the  nationals  at  Hilton  Head.  Re- 
cently, they  described  how  they  got 
started. 

"Can  I survive  this?"  Macvaugh 
asked  herself  three  years  ago  when 
she  first  considered  trying  the  sport. 
She  learned  of  triathlons  from  her 
husband,  Jim,  who  promoted  such 
events.  One  day,  after  running  in 
Fred  Treseler's  Running  & Fitness 
class,  she  posed  the  same  question 
to  Pym. 

"I  told  her  I had  no  interest  in  the 
sport  and  thought  she  was  crazy," 
says  Pym.  But  as  an  avid  runner,  Pym 
was  willing  to  train  with  her.  "Since 
I'm  very  competitive,  I didn't  want 
Trish  to  be  a better  runner  so  I kept 
practicing.  Soon  I was  entering  tri- 
athlons myself.  I have  had  such  a 
good  time  that  I've  just  kept 
doing  it." 

What  began  as  a wild  idea  soon 
became  an  essential  partnership. 
Weekly,  Pym  and  Macvaugh  run, 
bike,  and  swim  together  to  build  up 
their  endurance  and  strength  and  im- 
prove their  competitive  edge.  "We 
are  well  matched  with  different 
strengths,"  says  Macvaugh.  "Sally  is 
a better  swimmer  and  I'm  a better 
biker.  When  I train  with  Sally,  I'm  so 
much  faster  — she  pulls  me  along 
psychologically.  I like  to  go  out  fast, 
then  I die.  Sally's  the  opposite  — she 
pulls  at  the  end.  We  work  well 
together." 

Training  time  for  the  pair  runs 
about  15  hours  a week.  "Ideally,  you 
should  do  three  times  the  distance 
you  are  training  for  each  week,"  says 
Macvaugh.  "We  swim  3 to  4 miles 
(about  5 hours,  bike  75  miles  (another 
5 hours),  and  try  to  run  18  to  20  miles 
(another  3 to  4 hours).  "Both  have 
learned  effective  training  techniques 
from  Treseler,  one  of  the  world's  top

running  coaches,  who  also  teaches  at 
Pine  Manor. 

"We  try  to  vary  our  workouts," 
says  Pym.  "We  ride  out  to  Walden 
Pond  and  meet  friends  for  a picnic  or 
ride  around  Concord  or  Lincoln  and 
stop  at  our  favorite  ice  cream  place. 
We  often  get  up  at  5:00,  bike  to  a 
pool,  swim  6:00  to  7:00,  then  bike  to 
work.  After  work  we  run.  Our  best 
training  sessions  are  together.  The 
competitiveness  really  drives  me." 

Although  the  two  tall  lean  women 
chatted  casually  about  the  rigors  of 
the  sport,  the  obstacles  they've  over- 
come make  it  clear  that  their  commit- 
ment runs  deep.  From  swimming 
through  seaweed  to  dodging  dan- 
gerous traffic,  they've  often  found 
their  triumphs  hard  won. 

"All  these  things  can  go  wrong,"

says  Macvaugh.  "In  a triathlon  in 
Lynn,  I was  winning  when  I got  a flat 
tire  and  couldn't  get  it  off.  I had  to 
carry  my  bike  and  shoes  (since  you 
can't  walk  in  them)  five  miles.  I 
didn't  finish  the  race  and  was  so 
disappointed." 

In  a Connecticut  river  race,  Mac- 
vaugh swam  through  pollution  and 
hit  a submerged  log  head  on,  nearly 
knocking  herself  out.  In  Baltimore, 
both  swam  down  the  tidal  Gunpow- 
der River  which  was  awash  in  sea- 
weed. "It  was  like  swimming  in  a 
salad  bowl,"  says  Macvaugh.  Pym 
adds,  "I  had  the  fastest  time  I've 
ever  had." 

Heat  and  humidity,  such  as  the  op- 
pressive 90-degree  weather  they 
endured  in  a Baltimore  event,  can 
also  make  a race  insufferable.  "You 
have  to  drink  water  constantly,"  says 
Macvaugh.  "You  need  to  drink  dur- 
ing the  entire  bike  ride  and  stop  at 
every  water  station  while  running. 

We  didn't  know  that  and  I became 
so  dehydrated  I ran  directly  into  a 
parked  truck.  We  were  sipping  when 
we  should  have  been  guzzling." 

"Another  frightening  thing  is 
swimming  straight  out  into  the  ocean, 
especially  when  the  water  is  cold," 
says  Pym.  "When  you  come  out,  your 
legs  don't  work  so  well.  You're  a little 
confused.  You  can't  get  up  that  ramp. 
And  you  can't  tie  shoelaces  which  is 
why  there  are  Velcro  straps." 

Nevertheless,  both  love  the  sport 
and  their  records  as  amateurs  are  im- 
pressive. Last  year,  Macvaugh  placed 
16th  at  the  national  finals  and  first 
among  80  women  in  Boston's  Last 
Chance  Triathlon.  Pym,  who  has 
competed  six  times,  placed  8th  in  her 
age  group  in  a Boston  event.  Both 
race  the  standard  international  dis- 
tance — 1-mile  swim,  25-mile  bike, 
and  6.2-mile  run.  This  summer,  their 
plans  include  four  or  five  triathlons 
and  the  nationals. 

Pym  describes  competition  as  a 
wonderful  way  to  meet  others.  "A 
great  cross-section  of  people  compete 
— waitresses,  doctors,  bartenders  — 
all  with  something  in  common.  Peo- 
ple are  friendly  and  helpful.  They 
share  suggestions  and  share  lives. 
Triathlons  are  very  much  a social 
activity." 

Macvaugh  adds,  "We  hope  to  do  it 
forever,  till  we're  80  — as  long  as  we 
can."

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Feeling  Comfortable 
with  Your 
Stepchildren

That  frightening  bugbear,  "un- 
real expectations,"  is  strongest 
perhaps  when  divorcees  with 
children  marry  for  the  second  time, 
either  taking  their  offspring  into  what 
has  come  to  be  known  as  a "com- 
bined family"  or  acquiring  step- 
children in  the  process  of  remarrying. 

Before  they  marry,  prospective 
spouses  can  have  some  euphoric  be- 
liefs: their  new  husband/wife  will 
love  the  stepchildren,  the  step- 
children will  welcome  the  new  family 
member,  the  new  family  will  rep- 
resent happiness,  harmony,  and 
security.

Of  course,  a second  marriage  may 
indeed  be  a desirable  event  with  new 
spouses  acting  as  saviours,  helping 
the  rocky  lives  of  divorced  single  par- 
ents in  a variety  of  ways.  But  from  the 
endless  stories  told  by  second  mar- 
rieds  to  marriage  guidance  coun- 
selors and  researchers  and  from  the 
hard  little  statistic  showing  the  high 
failure  rate  of  second  marriages 


(40%),  one  can  only  assume  that 
these  couples  have  nurtured  inflated 
hopes  about  the  outcome. 

Perhaps  they  should  consider,  first 
of  all,  that  one  member  of  the  new 
family  is  not  going  to  be  entirely  wel- 
come. Stepchildren  can  — and  do  — 
feel  insulted  and  disturbed  by  a par- 
ent's remarriage. 

A second  marriage  involving  chil- 
dren is  never  going  to  be  like  a first 
nuclear  one.  Through  no  fault  of  their 
own,  these  children  are  double- 
habitat children.  They  have  two 
places  to  live:  one  in  which  they 
spend  about  80  percent  of  their  time 
and  the  other,  more  attenuated,  yes, 
but  still  a second  home,  where  they 
spend  the  remainder  of  their  time 


(usually  Christmas,  Easter,  summer 
vacations,  and  many  weekends). 
Some  parents  carve  out  a dual 
custody  arrangement  where  the  child 
spends  equal  time  with  father  and 
mother.  But  even  in  these  cases  of 
even  time-sharing,  the  child  has  to 
adapt  to  having  two  homes  and  a 
stepparent  in  one  or  both  of  them. 

However,  a new  second-married 
person  may  wish  to  gloss  over  the 
fact,  this  second  marriage  is  not  going 
to  resemble  the  conventional,  nuclear 
home;  it  will  not  be  a clone  of  the  first 
marriage.  Far  from  it. 

Perhaps  this  image,  while  fanciful, 
might  help.  Look  upon  the  nuclear 
family  home  as  a kind  of  impregnable 
igloo,  iced-over,  solid,  well-formed 
with  only  one  entrance.  By  contrast, 
the  stepfamily  formation  is  diffuse 
with  many  slits,  like  an  Arab  tent, 
permitting  exits  and  entrances.  Three 
Canadian  psychiatrists,  Lillian  Mes- 
singer,  Kenneth  Walker  and  Stanley 
Freeman  have  called  these  "perme- 
able boundaries";’1'  that  is,  the 
presence  of  an  open  system  admit- 
ting free  passage  whereby  children 
can  learn  to  relate  to  stepparent,  the 
stepparent  to  the  new  ready-made 
child,  and  so  forth.  It  is  obvious  that 
when  so  many  new  relationships 
have  to  be  forged,  you  cannot  have  a 
watertight  "closed  system"  marriage. 

A second  marriage  has  to  be  tract- 
able, diffuse,  with  a number  of 
passageways.  It  has  been  arrived  at 
by  many  transitional  steps  and  it  de- 
velops in  stages,  too.  If  you  were 
asked  to  make  models  of  a first  or  sec- 
ond marriage,  you  could  use  stiff 
materials  for  the  first  marriage,  Play- 
Doh  for  the  second.  It  has  to  be 
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malleable  and  should  be  viewed  as  an 
ever-changing  formation. 

But  to  begin  at  the  beginning, 
when  you  are  contemplating  remar- 
riage, remember  that  this  cannot  be 
viewed  as  a lone  decision  taken  in  the 
relative  luxury  of  contemplative  soli- 
tude. You  should  discuss  it  with  your 
children.  If  you  spring  the  new  mar- 
riage as  a surprise,  as  a fait  accompli, 
chances  are  the  child  or  children  in- 
volved will  feel  alienated  from  the 
prospective  new  duo.  "If  I wasn't 
even  consulted  about  this,  I won't  try 
to  cooperate  with  the  running  of  it 
either,"  a child  can  say  to  himself  and 
with  some  justification. 

Remarriage  is  far  too  important  a 
landmark  in  a child's  life  for  it  to  be 
treated  casually  by  either  the  non- 
custodial parent  or  the  resident  one. 
Children  feel  that  their  contact  with 
the  "absent"  or  "part-time"  parent  is 
tenuous  enough.  If  the  custodial  par- 
ent secretly  chooses  a new  partner  a 
child  may  feel  that  he  is  going  to  lose 
that  somewhat  shadowy  other  parent 
altogether. 

When  David  Copperfield,  for  ex- 
ample, is  told  by  Peggotty  that  he  is 
going  to  have  "A  new  Pa!"  after  his 
mother  is  widowed,  he  is  so  shocked 
that  he  suffers  intimations  of  doom 
and  destruction  — prophetic  ones, 
unfortunately.  His  stepfather  turns 
out  to  be  the  "wicked"  type  so  often 
found  in  literature  — and,  sadly, 
more  than  occasionally  in  reality,  too. 

Dickens  was  perceptive  about  his 
boy  hero.  As  children  often  view  the 
divorce  as  a loss  in  the  first  place, 
they  can  perceive  the  remarriage  as 
compounding  the  original  hurt.  Feel- 
ings of  misery  experienced  at  the  time 
of  divorce  can  be  reactivated  when 
the  mother  or  father  takes  on  a new 
partner.  "Will  they  still  want  me 
around?"  they  may  ask  themselves. 

Parents  of  both  sexes  — custodial, 
joint  custodial,  or  noncustodial  — 
should  prepare  extensively  for  the  in- 
troduction of  this  new  partner  into 
the  home.  During  courtship,  children 
can  be  taken  along  on  outings.  Then, 
when  remarriage  is  contemplated, 
they  should  be  taken  into  one's  confi- 
dence. If  one  or  other  of  the  children 
has  criticisms  to  make  of  the  intended 
new  mate,  these  should  be  aired  and 
analyzed.  It  is  far  safer  to  work 
through  these  antipathies  before  the 
marriage  rather  than  after. 

Most  importantly,  your  children 
should  know  that  the  new  spouse  is 
not  going  to  be  a usurper  or  a replace- 
ment in  any  way.  And  while  you 


emphasize  this,  you  can  also  add  that 
you,  too,  need  a life,  an  adult 
partner. 

Once  you  have  married,  it  is  essen- 
tial that  the  stepparent  does  not 
approach  his  or  her  new  role  with  too 
much  fervor;  to  put  it  in  slang  "don't 
come  on  too  strong."  Stepchildren 
are  as  wary  of  their  "steps"  as  cats 
and  do  not  want  to  be  rushed  at  and 
are  more  apt  to  take  to  you  if  you  are 
somewhat  cool.  Adopting  the  right 
stance,  not  too  gushing,  not  too  dis- 
tant, is  perhaps  the  most  difficult  part 
of  learning  to  feel  comfortable  with 
your  stepchildren. 

This  can  be  almost  more  difficult 
for  stepmothers  than  stepfathers,  be- 
cause a woman  who  marries  a man 
with  children  often  tends  to  be  a 
motherly,  caring  person.  Why  else 
would  she  undertake  to  help  care  for 
someone  else's  children?  But  the 
chances  are  that  in  the  initial  stages, 
she  may  feel  repudiated,  unable  to 
understand  why  it  is  that  her  hugs  or 
attempts  at  tactile  affection  are 
shrugged  off.  At  first,  it  is  probably 
wisest  to  be  as  nontactile  as  you  can, 
phasing  out  pats  and  kisses  on  the 
cheek  and  concentrating  on  being 
friendly  without  being  cozy. 

Before  even  entering  a second  mar- 
riage, it  might  also  be  reasonable  to 
contemplate  the  unthinkable:  that 
you  may  not  automatically  love  your 
husband's  or  wife's  children.  If  you 
start  with  this  premise,  you  may 
come  to  be  pleasantly  surprised  when 
you  find  that  you  have  grown  to  quite 
like  them.  But  starting  with  the  belief 
that  you  are  going  to  experience  in- 
stant love  is  a fairly  catastrophic  way 
to  begin.  Just  because  you  love  their 
parent  does  not  necessarily  mean  you 
are  going  to  love  them. 

Being  a good  stepparent  requires 


the  delicacy  of  a diplomat  and  the 
nerves  of  a fighter  pilot  along  with  a 
goodly  dollop  of  stability  and  equi- 
librium. It's  all  a balancing  act:  not 
being  too  soft,  inappropriately  tough, 
unctuously  familiar  or  icily  detached. 
It's  hardly  surprising  that  not  every- 
one succeeds  or  receives  that  adult 
affidavit  from  a grown-up  stepchild, 
usually  in  the  form  of  a letter,  saying 
that  the  relationship  has  enriched  his 
or  her  life. 

Even  the  most  sensitive  stepparent 
can  be  caught  unawares  and  tip  over 
into  behaving  more  like  a natural  par- 
ent. A single  parent  friend  of  mine, 
living  in  the  center  of  London  near 
Victoria  Station  with  a live-in  partner, 
told  me  of  the  time  her  mate  put  a 
foot  wrong  with  her  11-year-old  son. 
The  child  was  attacked  by  a group  of 
young  teenagers  who  knocked  him  to 
the  ground  and  picked  his  pocket  of 
the  silver  he'd  taken  with  him  to  buy 
his  weekly  ration  of  comic  books. 
Tear-stained  and  streaked  with  street 
dirt,  he  cut  such  a sad  figure  that  his 
mother's  usually  cool  boyfriend 
could  no  longer  stand  it.  He  shouted 
that  he  was  going  to  go  after  the 
brutes,  when  the  boy  began  to  cry 
even  harder  and  to  plead  with  him: 
"Please  don't,  please  don't.  . . ."The 
incident  had  shamed  him  enough 
though  he  was  the  innocent  victim, 
and  if  anyone  was  going  to  put  it  to 
rights,  it  must  be  his  own  father, 
who  lived  across  town,  not  his 
mother's  chum. 

This  is  another  "no  go"  area  in 
stepparenting.  In  the  most  intimate 
sphere  — such  as  hurts  at  school, 
being  baffled  over  sexual  develop- 
ment or  wounded  over  a friend's 
perfidy  — a stepparent  has  to  "keep 
off  the  grass,"  emotionally-speaking. 
Unless  a stepchild  volunteers  infor- 
mation or  actively  requests  help  in 
these  touchy  areas,  it  is  best  for  the 
stepparent  to  leave  it  to  the  natural 
parent,  either  the  partner  he's  mar- 
ried or  the  one  living  away.  A too 
familiar  approach  in  these  instances 
can  occasion  the  ultimate  put-down: 
"You're  not  my  parent!"  There's  no 
way  that  you,  the  stepparent,  can  re- 
but this  one.  Stepchildren  have  a way 
of  tripping  you  up  with  such  irreduc- 
ible truths. 

But  because  stepchildren's  sensi- 
bilities must  be  respected  if  you  are  to 
survive  comfortably  with  them 
doesn't  mean  that  you  should  be  to- 
tally passive.  That  would  be  another 
way  of  inviting  disaster.  Children,  es- 
pecially teenagers,  can  go  for  the 
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jugular  and  there  would  be  no  better 
method  of  encouraging  this  than  by 
being  a doormat.  However,  strength 
in  isolation  can  be  a lonely  posture. 
The  most  effective  way  of  facing  your 
stepchildren  squarely  and  with  dig- 
nity is  to  have  the  help  of  their 
mother/father.  Stepchildren  can  con- 
sciously or  unconsciously  adopt  a 
"divide  and  conquer"  strategy  and 
the  best  way  for  you  to  face  this  is  as  a 
unit.  Strength  in  a stepfamily  must 
come  from  the  top.  In  the  "his," 
"hers,"  and  "ours"  family  (for  exam- 
ple, his  two  children,  your  three  and 
one  mutual),  you  will  have  so  many 
people  pulling  in  so  many  directions 
— other  grandparents,  other  parents, 
other  homes,  other  schools  — that 
good  strong  central  direction  is  an  ab- 
solute must  for  the  sake  of  sanity  and 
smooth  organization. 

In  the  realm  of  discipline  es- 
pecially, agreement  at  the  top 
between  the  remarried  couple  is  es- 
sential. One  of  the  greatest  flash- 
points in  the  world  of  the  second 
married  is  in  this  realm.  If  a couple  is 
at  variance  — one  permissive,  the 
other  strict  — it  is  easy  to  see  how  di- 
visive this  can  be.  Worse  still,  if  one  is 
lenient  with  her/his  natural  children 
and  overly  strict  with  her/his  steps,  it 
can  just  be  imagined  how  this  could 
tear  at  the  delicate  fabric  of  a new  sec- 
ond marriage. 

A feeling  of  defeat  in  the  face  of  a 
resentful  stepchild  can  strike  at  the 
most  unwary.  In  July  1984,  the  West- 
ern world  reeled  when  it  heard  that 
its  favorite  baby  doctor  and  guru  of 
the  nursery.  Dr.  Benjamin  Spock, 
was  at  his  wits'  end  as  to  how  to 
handle  his  then  11-year-old  step- 
daughter, the  only  child  of  his  second 
marriage  to  a younger  woman,  Mary 
Morgan  Councille.  The  good  doctor 
confided  that  he  was  forced  to  seek 
help  for  this,  the  "most  painful  rela- 
tionship he  has  ever  had  to  struggle 
with."  His  followers  boggled  at  the 
mental  picture  of  this  rangy,  six-foot- 
four  frame  seated  patiently  at  the 
other  side  of  a counselor's  desk  re- 
ceiving the  kind  of  advice  he  had 
been  accustomed  to  ladling  out  to 
legions  of  baffled  parents  and 
stepparents. 

Spock's  mistake  had  been  the  one 
made  by  many  stepparents;  he  tried 
to  rush  the  gates,  expecting  instant 
friendship  and  trust  from  the  child 
and  a warm  response  to  his  bearlike 
overtures  towards  her.  But,  as  he  ex- 
plained: "She  wouldn't  say  a word  to 
me.  She  wouldn't  look  at  me  and  she 


wouldn't  answer,  which  gives  you  an 
idea  of  how  painful  it  is  for  a child  to 
suddenly  have  a stepparent.  This 
child  has  one  parent  to  herself  for 
a couple  of  years,  and  when  this 
stranger  becomes  an  unwelcome  in- 
truder, she  feels  rudely  displaced." 

Sullen  or  resentful  behavior 
evinced  by  a stepchild  at  the  outset  of 
a second  marrige  has  many  causes. 
One  is  — as  in  Dr.  Spock's  own  case 
— because  the  child  feels  intruded 
upon.  His  or  her  cozy  duo,  single 
parent  and  self,  has  been  invaded. 

As  a stepchild  has  a fear  of  dis- 
placement, it  is  dangerous  for  a 
newly  second-married  parent  to 
hand  over  the  disciplining  to  the  new 
stepparent,  as  seductive  as  this  idea 
may  be.  (Single  parents  can  find  the 
role  of  sole  disciplinarian  exhausting 
over  the  years  and  long  to  abandon 
it.)  That  your  new  spouse  can  help 
with  the  disciplining  is  fair  enough; 
take  it  over  completely,  no.  Your  chil- 
dren may  take  umbrage  at  being  told 
what  to  do  by  a relative  stranger.  But 
from  the  outset,  you  can  tell  your 
children  that  their  stepparent  is  going 
to  be  allowed  to  help  you  enforce 
house  rules  that  you  yourself  have 
forged. 

Reciprocal  respect  is  an  essential 
ingredient  for  a successful  step- 
family:  the  respect  of  the  stepparent 
for  the  disciplinary  methods  of  the 
spouse,  the  respect  of  the  step- 
children for  their  parent's  new  choice 
of  mate,  and  mutual  respect  by  all  for 
the  tastes  and  customs  of  the  other. 
As  stepfamilies  are  bound  by  their 
very  composition  to  be  a bit  ragged 
around  the  edges  — it  is  a formation 
composed  of  disparate  persons  — a 
"melting-pot  tolerance"  is  required. 
It's  no  good  believing  that  your  way 
of  celebrating  Christmas  or  of  making 


a scrambled  egg  is  the  absolute  way: 
in  a stepfamily,  tolerance  of  unex- 
pected or  different  customs,  tastes 
and  manners  has  to  come  into  play. 

I knew  a Bostonian  who  married  a 
French  college  teacher  with  a six- 
year-old  daughter  and  whose  blissful 
marriage  was  almost  ruined  by  their 
differing  approach  to  Christmas.  His 
wife,  Cecile,  from  Montpellier,  cele- 
brated Christmas  in  the  French  way 
by  opening  presents  on  Christmas 
Eve.  Little  Jeanne-Marie  was  of 
course  used  to  this,  too. 

"You  can't  imagine  what  havoc  this 
caused  in  a rock-bound.  Calvinist 
New  Englander  like  myself,"  said  my 
friend.  "In  Dedham,  you  were  threat- 
ened with  hellfire  if  you  opened  a 
present  before  10  a.m.  on  Christmas 
morning." 

Christmas  requires  enormous  tact 
in  many  ways.  How  does  one  not  vie 
for  affection  with  presents  — buying 
stepchildren  with  expensive  gifts,  or, 
in  contrast,  giving  better  ones  to  your 
natural  children  than  to  your  steps? 

Competitiveness  is  a frequent  trip- 
wire in  stepparent-stepchildren  rela- 
tions. If  a stepchild  brags  about  a 
mother's  fantastic  coconut  cake,  a 
stepmother  might  be  tempted  to  bake 
an  equally  delectable  chocolate  one 
the  next  day  (leaving  herself  wide 
open  to  criticism).  Similarly,  if  your 
stepson  raves  about  his  father's  ace 
fishing,  it  would  not  be  the  time  to 
reach  for  your  rods  and  reels  to  prove 
your  stepfatherly  superiority. 

Expect  a little  shaft  or  two  from 
your  stepchild  about  his  or  her  natu- 
ral parent's  being  better  at  every- 
thing. It  needn't  hurt.  In  fact,  if 
you're  prepared  for  a child's  pointed 
jabs  at  your  abilities,  you  can  learn  to 
smile  at  them.  You  may  begin  to  view 
these  attempts  as  evidence  of  a 
child's  loyalty  to  a natural  parent 
rather  than  as  direct  insults  to  your- 
self— they  are  predictable  and  really 
rather  laudable. 

If  this  all  sounds  as  if  stepparenting 
is  a sort  of  masochists's  tea-party  de- 
vised in  hell,  it  isn't  meant  to.  The 
long-term  rewards  for  stepparents 
can  be  enormous.  A successful  step- 
parent has  proved  that  he  or  she  can 
matter  in  a child's  life,  be  of  signifi- 
cance to  someone  who  is  not  natu- 
rally their  own.  Many  stepparents 
speak  of  the  pleasure  and  pride  they 
feel  in  having  helped  shape  an  un- 
related child's  life  in  spite  of  all  the 
challenges  they  had  to  overcome 
at  first. 

It's  a tough  job  but  worthwhile.  A

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My  job  as  production  coordi- 
nator on  the  television  show 
Falcon  Crest  requires  the  best 
of  my  patience,  tenacity,  and  inge- 
nuity. I spend  most  of  my  working 
life  handling  mountains  of  detail: 
schedules,  travel,  technical  needs. 
When  we  shoot  on  location  in  the 
Napa  Valley,  I arrange  transportation 
and  hotel  reservations  for  all  109  cast 
and  crew. 

I've  always  been  interested  in 
working  for  television,  but  my  jour- 
ney from  Pine  Manor  to  Falcon  Crest  is 
not  a traditional  one.  After  PMC,  I 
graduated  from  Mount  Holyoke  Col- 
lege and  headed  to  New  York.  But,  as 
an  assistant  buyer  at  Saks  Fifth  Ave- 
nue, I found  retailing  wasn't  as 
creative  or  glamorous  as  I had 
envisioned! 


My  personal  life  intervened  when  I 
became  engaged  to  a young  man 
whose  family  ran  a business  in  the 
West  Indies.  I taught  first  grade  there 
for  a year,  and,  when  the  relationship 
ended,  left  for  Los  Angeles.  After  a 
stint  as  a news  coordinator,  I joined 
Lorimar  Productions,  producers  of 
Knots  Landing,  Falcon  Crest,  and 
Dallas,  first  as  a music  coordinator, 
then  in  production. 

Working  on  one  of  the  top  20 
(sometimes  top  10)  shows  is  great  fun 
— we  have  a wonderful  crew  and  a 
fabulous  group  of  actors.  What  fol- 
lows is  a day  in  my  work  life  — it's 
chaotic,  pressured,  fragmented  — 
and  I love  it. 


Date:  June  15, 1987 
On  location:  Clarion  Inn, 

Napa  Valley,  California 

6:00  a .m.  — Alarm  goes  off;  ignore 
for  another  10  minutes. 

6:30  a.m.  — Cheryl  Parker,  teacher, 
misses  my  driver  taking  her  to  the  air- 
port — make  arrangements  for  alter- 
nate driver  to  take  her  at  8:00  a.m. 

7:45  — Production  Office:  Call  Camera 
Dept,  at  Lorimar,  Culver  City,  to 
order  18  more  walkie-talkies  for  San 
Francisco  shoot. 

8:00  — Speak  to  Pat,  the  concierge, 
at  The  Silverado  Country  Club  to 
send  an  apology  basket  of  Chardon- 
nay  and  fruit  to  Ed  Marinaro  (Hill 
Street  Blues),  our  guest  star  playing 
"Remick"  this  next  season,  since 
his  reservation  wasn't  right  when 
he  arrived  last  night. 

Arrange  a special  driver  to  take 
payroll  cards  to  the  airport  since 
they  were  accidentally  left  behind 
last  week. 

8:30  — Lorenzo  Lamas,  “Lance,” 
wants  to  drive  himself  to  Spring 
Mountain  Winery  (Falcon  Crest,  An- 
gela Cunningham's  home)  today  in- 
stead of  our  driver  picking  him  up. 
Had  a refrigerator  delivered  to  his 
and  Robin  Greer's  room  (his  fiancee 
whom  he  met  in  my  office  while  we 
were  on  location  last  year!). 

Called  by  Carol  Vitkay,  our  second 
assistant  director  who  wants  to  know 
why  Ana-Alicia  (“Melissa  Gioberti") 
wasn't  flown  in  last  night  since  the 
director,  Reza  Badiyi,  is  angry  that 
she's  not  here  yet.

State  Fire  Marshall  Kevin  Moore 
wants  more  information  about 
Lorenzo's  car  explosion  tomorrow. 
Can't  find  Special  Effects  people  after 
several  inquiries.  It  will  have  to  wait.

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Call  Pick-A-Flick  Video  and  order  a 
special  VCR  for  Ana-Alicia  to  be  de- 
livered to  her  room. 

10:15  — Carol  calls  from  the  set.  We 
need  three  additional  camera  people 
flown  up  here  as  soon  as  possible  for 
extra  second  unit  work  at  Candlestick 
Park.  We  need  extra  grips  (set  and 
equipment  movers)  and  electricians 
for  a 5:30  a.m.  leave  from  the  hotel  to- 
morrow since  we  can  only  be  at  the 
racetrack  with  Lorenzo  until  9:30  a.m. 
Need  to  call  the  local  unions. 

11:00  — Send  our  legendary  driver. 
Curly  Mauser,  on  the  daily  lunch  run 
for  all  of  us.  Would  like  to  get  out  of 
here  to  visit  the  set  at  Spring  Moun- 
tain because  today  is  the  only  day  we 
will  be  shooting  there.  Not  looking 
very  promising.  . 

Receive  call  from  the  director  who 
will  shoot  Susan  Sullivan,  "Maggie 
Gioberti,"  in  her  Tylenol  commercial 
in  San  Francisco  this  weekend.  They 
need  to  know  when  they  can  come 
and  consult  about  her  wardrobe  and 
what  time  they  can  come  and  get  her 
Friday  night. 

Receive  call  from  Eddie  Albert  in 
L.  A.  (He  is  a guest  star  this  season 
playing  "Travis.")  He  thinks  he  left 
his  per  diem  checks  in  his  hotel  room 
this  morning.  A call  to  housekeeping 
and  I check  his  room.  No  checks. 

Calls  back  and  forth.  He  finds  them 
an  hour  later  — he's  very  apologetic 
and  a sweetheart  as  usual. 

12:00  Noon  — Ana-Alicia  wants  to 
leave  here  as  soon  as  she  finishes 
shooting  this  afternoon.  (She  likes  to 
spend  as  little  time  here  as  possible 
since  she  has  projects  going  on  and  a 
boyfriend  and  a household  of  dogs 
that  she  misses!)  Constant  calls  to  the 
Travel  Dept,  at  Lorimar  to  arrange 
prepaid  flights  for  day  players  arriv- 
ing tomorrow  and  the  next  day  — 
interrupted  by  requests  to  fly  people 
out  tonight. 

12:30  p.m.  — David  Selby  inquires 
about  the  wrap  party  — he  wants  to 
give  a party  for  the  crew  if  the  pro- 
ducers aren't  already  planning  one.

She  will  be  a new  love  inter- 
est for  Lorenzo  Lamas,  at  least  as  far 
as  I can  tell  through  script  12  of  next 
season!  She  suffers  from  jet  lag  and 
requests  that  she  come  a day  earlier 
than  I had  planned.

graduates  work  in  public  relations  of- 
fices, television  stations,  and  large 
corporations,  they  always  return  to 
literature. 

In  the  last  decade,  however,  major- 
ing in  the  humanities  suddenly  began 
to  seem  risky.  Stories  of  taxi  drivers 
with  doctorates  in  English  and  the 
rise  of  preprofessional  majors  af- 
fected enrollments;  doing  something 
because  you  liked  it  didn't  seem  safe 
enough  in  a world  where  women 
were  expected  to  be  financially  self- 
sufficient.  Overwhelmed  by  pres- 
sures to  choose  a career  before  she  is 


twenty,  today's  student  feels  little 
time  is  left  to  do  what  she  loves  most 
— reading  Shakespeare,  painting  pic- 
tures or  just  experimenting.  She 
cannot  try  out  new  fields  without  the 
constant  gnawing  question  — will 
this  get  me  a good  job? 

The  English  staff  has  had  to  con- 
front the  pressures  on  students  to 
major  in  those  growing  preprofessio- 
nal fields  — management,  communi- 
cations — which  are  most  clearly 
identified  with  career  preparation. 

We  have  worked  to  clarify  how  a 
broad-based  liberal  arts  major  is,  in 
fact,  the  best  preparation  for  a life- 
long career  which  is  more  than  a first 
job.  How  do  we  do  this? 

First,  we  insist  that  all  of  our  En- 
glish majors  take,  in  addition  to  many 
literature  courses,  several  upper-level 
writing  electives.  In  these  courses, 
students  work  in  small  classes  with 
instructors  who  demand  many  revi- 
sions of  their  written  work  — some- 
times six  or  seven  rewrites.  Since  all 
writing  is  done  on  the  computer,  the 
focus  of  the  class  becomes  the  writer 
as  a creator,  revisor  and  editor,  not 
the  writer  as  a typist.  By  the  time  the 
student  completes  two  or  three  of 
these  upper-level  courses,  she  has  be- 
gun to  discover  her  own  voice;  at  the 
very  least,  she  has  some  sense  of  the 
commitment  and  energy  good  writ- 
ing demands.  She  has  overcome  the 
fear  of  writing  that  affects  virtually  all 
students  when  they  enter  college. 

Second,  we  urge  the  English  major 
to  complete  a senior  internship  where 
she  will  develop  a portfolio  of  profes- 
sional writing.  This  year  Addison 
Bibb  '87  wrote  press  releases  for  the 
Huntington  Theatre  and  prepared  a 
biographical  chronology  of  the  life  of 
a Russian  dramatist  for  the  official 
Playbill.  Ashley  Dawson  '87,  working

in  the  Pine  Manor  Public  Relations 
Office,  researched  and  wrote  all  the 
articles  for  a national  admissions 
newsletter,  What's  Happening. 

A few  years  ago,  two  students  in- 
terned at  Houghton  Mifflin,  a Boston 
publishing  house,  and  were  asked  to 
read  and  critique  a new  edition  of  a 
management  textbook.  Our  interns 


were  so  disturbed  with  the  conde- 
scending tone  they  felt  the  author 
took  towards  women  that  their  su- 
pervisor had  them  present  the  report 
to  a board  of  editors. 

Other  interns  have  worked  in  large 
and  small  corporations,  on  local  mag- 
azine and  newspaper  staffs,  in  public 
relations  firms,  in  legislative  offices  at 


the  Massachusetts  State  House  and 
probation  offices  at  local  court- 
houses, in  schools  and  at  many  radio 
and  television  stations.  Last  year 
Marjorie  Hirshorn  '86  helped  com- 
pile, edit,  and  revise  multiple  vol- 
umes of  the  Polaroid  corporate  ar- 
chives. But  no  matter  where  they  are 
placed,  all  senior  English  interns  are 
required  to  emerge  with  a portfolio  of 
professional-level  written  work.  And, 
by  and  large,  they  do. 

Of  all  the  skills  a student  takes  with 
her  when  she  leaves  Pine  Manor,  the 
ability  to  write  persuasively,  crit- 
ically, and  perhaps  even  eloquently 
is  the  most  important  career  prepara- 
tion we  provide.  The  success  of  our 
English  majors  in  a variety  of  profes- 
sions attests  to  the  strength  of  their 
academic  background.  Nancy  Finn 
'86  is  on  the  staff  of  the  Atlantic 
Monthly:  Crane  Trowbridge  '86  is  a 
public  relations  assistant  at  a new 
Westin  hotel  and  Mary  Elizabeth 
Stasinos  '85  is  the  public  relations 
director  of  Boston's  Museum  of 
Transportation.

Warner  Gift  Brings  Freshman  Comp  into  the  Future 


Mr.  and  Mrs.  Rawleigh  Warner, 
parents  of  Suzanne  '73  and 
Alison  '70,  recently  made  a major 
grant  to  Pine  Manor  to  support  the 
writing  program  and  honor  the 
college's  75th  anniversary.  The  gift 
will  be  used  to  enable  all  entering 
freshmen  to  learn  word  processing 
as  part  of  their  work  in  freshman 
composition. 

Four  years  ago,  the  college  ap- 
proached the  Mobil  Foundation  for 
support  in  introducing  microcom- 
puters in  seven  advanced  writing 
courses.  With  this  $10,000  award, 
the  college  purchased  its  first  Ap- 
ples, and  advanced  writing 
students  were  required  to  do  their 
papers  on  word  processors  rather 
than  on  typewriters.  The  results 
proved  so  gratifying  that  the  col- 
lege now  plans  to  introduce  all 
entering  students  to  this  useful 
skill. 

According  to  Dr.  Burnham  Car- 
ter, who  with  colleague  Trish 
Macvaugh  initiated  the  project, 
English  teachers  like  word  pro- 
cessing because  it  changes  a 
student's  attitude  towards  writing. 
Instead  of  postponing  the  ordeal. 


staying  up  late  the  night  before, 
and,  for  better  or  worse,  turning  in 
the  final  draft,  the  student  comes 
to  see  her  writing  as  an  ongoing 
process. 

With  word  processing,  she  can 
more  easily  do  several  drafts  and 
printouts,  until  she  is  satisfied 
with  the  results.  In  turn,  the  in- 
structor can  say,  “Not  bad,  but  this 
would  be  much  stronger  if  you 
would.  . . ."  Instead  of  having  to 
retype  the  entire  paper,  risking 
new  errors,  she  can  change  word- 
ing, add  and  delete  material,  move 
sections  around,  and  correct  errors 
quickly  and  easily.  She  can  even 
ask  the  computer  to  analyze  her 
style  — for  example,  her  use  of 
passive  constructions.  Further- 
more, when  the  machine  “re- 
types" the  paper,  what  was  good, 
stays  good.  “The  word  processor 
does  not  make  you  a better 
writer,"  says  Dr.  Carter,  “but  it 
does  take  the  drudgery  out  of  revi- 
sion, and  all  good  writers  know 
that  rewriting  is  the  key  to 
improvement." 

The  college  currently  has  15  Ap- 
ple lies  and  two  IBM  PCs  in  the 


Cherry  Computer  Center,  plus 
seven  printers.  The  Warner  gift 
will  enable  the  college  to  expand 
and  upgrade  the  center's  equip- 
ment to  give  all  225  freshmen 
access  to  word  processing.  A full- 
time director  will  monitor  the  cen- 
ter's facilities,  train  students  and 
staff,  and  serve  as  a resource  per- 
son. To  encourage  student  use. 

Dr.  Eva  Kampits,  academic  dean, 
is  exploring  ways  of  placing  one  or 
two  computer/printer  units  in  each 
village. 

The  Warner  gift  will  have  a rip- 
ple effect  on  every  student  who 
enters  Pine  Manor.  It  will  make 
writing  less  of  a chore  and  more  of 
an  opportunity.  The  machine  is  no 
smarter  than  the  writer  herself,  but 
it  is  a willing,  tireless  servant  capa- 
ble of  carrying  out  all  sorts  of  tasks. 
“It  rather  reminds  me  of  the  spirit 
Ariel  in  Shakespeare's  The  Tem- 
pest,” says  Dr.  Carter,  “who  can 
produce  and  calm  a storm,  per- 
form instant  tricks  if  given  the 
right  instructions,  and  remain  in- 
visible when  necessary  and  silent 
when  no  longer  required." 
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school,  two  teach  in  elementary 
schools,  while  still  another  works  for 
CBS  in  New  York. 


But  what  about  literature?  How 
does  reading  Shakespeare  or 
Jane  Austen  help  students  be- 
come better  writers?  Why  are  we  so 
eager  to  bring  poets  like  Sir  Stephen 
Spender  and  Seamus  Heaney  to  cam- 
pus? For  the  English  faculty  the 
connection  between  writing  and  liter- 
ature is  clear:  to  write  persuasively, 
students  must  develop  an  ear  for  lan- 
guage and  hear  how  words  create 
their  effects.  Good  writers  develop 
because  they  write  frequently  and 
read  widely.  As  she  explores  litera- 
ture, the  student  learns  how  she  is 
manipulated  by  words  and  how  she, 
in  turn,  can  begin  to  control  her  life 
through  her  own  mastery  of  lan- 
guage. In  Burnham  Carter's  Lan- 
guage of  Persuasion,  a writing  course 
which  leans  heavily  on  literary  mod- 
els, the  student  hears  how  Jonathan 
Swift,  John  Kennedy  and  writers  of 
advertising  copy  use  language  to  per- 
suade and  manipulate;  then  she  tries 
her  hand  at  persuading  others.  Burn- 
ham tells  me  that  his  students  say 
again  and  again  after  the  course, 

"I  never  realized  how  I was  being  ma- 
nipulated.” The  studv  of  literature 
and  writing  has  empowered  them. 

Our  literature  courses  combine  the 
traditional  and  the  innovative.  We 
teach  the  classic  novelists,  Shake- 
speare, the  Greek  myths  and  epics, 
the  standard  surveys  of  major  British 
and  American  authors.  We  also  offer 
more  unusual  courses  such  as  Bev- 
erly Alexander's  Theater  in  Boston, 
where  students  read  dramatic  litera- 
ture and  then  attend  local  produc- 
tions. Fred  Cabot's  perennially  over- 
subscribed Blood  and  Thunder 
course  explores  the  literature  of  hor- 
ror (ghosts,  vampires,  and  nightmare 
images  of  death)  in  order  to  under- 
stand the  romantic  obsession  with 
that  dark  side  of  life  which  so  domi- 
nates our  own  century.  In  two  of  my 
own  favorite  courses  — Literary  Trip 
to  Ireland  and  New  England  Litera- 
ture: A Sense  of  Place  — I take 
students  to  sites  in  Ireland  or  Boston 
to  teach  them  how  urban  and  rural 
landscapes  and  an  author's  sense  of 
place  shape  literary  consciousness. 

The  vicarious  experiences  the 
reader  of  literature  absorbs,  the  moral 
and  ethical  dilemmas  she  faces,  the 
psychological  exploration  a great 
novelist  or  dramatist  provides  — 
these  are  the  lasting  rewards  of  a con- 


centration in  English.  That  same 
twice-promoted  student  who  called 
to  ask  me  about  graduate  courses  is 
now  a manager  who  writes  speeches 
and  reports.  With  her  strong  writing 
skills  and  her  literature  background, 
she  is  advancing  up  the  corporate 
ladder  more  rapidly  than  some  of  her 
coworkers  with  preprofessional 
majors. 

"It's  my  broad-based  liberal  arts 
background  that  has  helped  me  and 
given  me  different  perspectives,” 
Cathy  told  me.  "I  can  make  connec- 
tions and  1 can  find  the  words  to 


persuade  people.”  But  when  1 think 
of  the  plays,  novels  and  poems  Cathy 
has  read,  I know  she  is  doing  well  for 
even  more  elusive  reasons.  Although 
only  in  her  early  twenties,  she  has 
vicariously  experienced  the  lives  of 
hundreds  of  men  and  women.  Not 
only  can  she  analyze  problems  and 
write  clearly,  but  she  has  also 
grasped  something  of  the  complexity 
of  human  motivation  which  lies  at  the 
center  of  most  great  literature  — and 
she  can  apply  that  knowledge  to  her 
life.  Truly  she  is  a liberally  educated 
young  woman.  A

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A Teacher  Remembered: 

Helen  Grace  Coates 

Of  the  many  opportunities  and  experiences  afforded  me  as  a 
student  at  Pine  Manor  from  1942-44, 1 treasure  none  more 
than  my  study  with  Helen  Coates.  As  a teacher  myself  (of  piano 
and  music  history)  for  the  past  24  years,  there  is  not  a moment 
that  I am  unaware  of  all  she  gave  me,  of  all  I learned  from  her.  I 
only  hope  that  I am  passing  that  legacy  on  successfully  to  my 
students. 

Prior  to  coming  to  Pine  Manor,  I had  been  the  proverbial  “big 
fish  in  the  little  puddle."  It  did  not  take  long  in  studying  with 
Helen  to  comprehend  what  a vast  ocean  actually  surrounded  me. 
As  a teacher  she  possessed  a rare  combination  of  qualities.  She 
was  demanding,  exacting,  always  expecting  the  very  best  — 
while  inspiring  a level  of  work  and  accomplishment  I would  not 
have  thought  possible.  My  ultimate  thrill  was  pleasing  her  when  I 
played  in  the  Spring  Concert  and  later  the  Commencement 
Concert. 

That  was  the  beginning  of  a deep  lifelong  relationship.  I had  no 
way  of  knowing  that  Helen  would  dramatically  alter  the  course  of 
my  life.  First  there  were  the  stories  about  her  then-unknown  be- 
loved "Lenny"  and  his  early  lessons  with  her.  There  came  that  fa- 
mous Sunday  afternoon,  while  lying  on  my  bed  in  Grey  Lodge 
studying,  I received  a hurried  call  from  Helen  alerting  me  to  turn 
on  the  radio  because  Lenny  was  about  to  conduct  the  New  York 
Philharmonic  on  practically  a moment's  notice.  Listening  in  awe, 
with  the  dawning  realization  of  what  musical  genius  is  all  about, 
came  the  concomitant  realization  that  the  recognition  of  genius  is 
in  itself  a kind  of  genius.  For  Helen  to  have  perceived  those  in- 
credible gifts  early  in  his  life,  to  have  believed  in  and  fostered 
them,  indicated  a depth  of  musical  understanding  that  was 
extraordinary. 

When  she  left  Pine  Manor  for  New  York  to  work  for  Lenny,  she 
suggested  I continue  my  studies  with  her  there,  which  I did.  Be- 
cause of  Helen,  and  indirectly  through  Lenny,  I was  blessed  with 
a priceless  education.  It  included  weekly  two-hour  piano  lessons, 
innumerable  rehearsals  and  performances  of  Lenny's,  studying  at 
the  Berkshire  Music  Festival  at  Tanglewood,  meeting,  knowing 
and  learning  from  many  of  our  finest  musicians,  and  attending  re- 
citals and  concerts  of  every  major  musical  artist  performing  in 
New  York  during  the  '40s  and  '50s. 

Those  rich  experiences  are  some  of  the  great  gifts  she  gave  to 
me.  I would  call  it  teaching  of  the  highest,  most  sensitive  and  gen- 
erous order.  But  I learned  even  more  from  Helen.  She  was,  and  is, 
my  mentor,  my  friend,  my  spiritual  mother  — and  aside  from  my 
immediate  family  — the  most  significant  human  being  in  my  life. 
There  is  no  one  I admire,  honor  or  love  more.  She  has  my  endless 
gratitude  and  love,  as  does  Pine  Manor  for  bringing  us  together.

Arts  at  Convocation,  and  fin- 
ished with  a startling  display 
of  food  photographs,  her  sen- 
ior project  — two  of  which  are 
feafured  on  our  covers.  In 
them,  Nui  explored  the  color- 
ful details  of  kiwi,  pepper,  as- 
paragus, cabbage,  tomatoes, 
and  strawberries.  Her  work 
joined  that  of  18  senior  artists 
in  an  exhibit  which  filled  the 
Hess  Gallery  over  reunion 
weekend. 

"I  just  want  to  take  pictures 
that  the  eyes  of  people  cannot 
see  often.  I like  to  take  the  de- 
tails of  things  — kind  of  ab- 
stract. I like  to  play  with  it,  to 
show  moods."  Her  sense  of 
play,  color,  design,  and  com- 
position are  well  portrayed  by 
her  photographs  — - artwork 
which  grew  out  of  her  intern- 
ship with  commercial  pho- 
tographer, Doug  Mindel,  in 
Boston. 

"I  was  very  impressed  by 
what  she  did,"  said  Mindel 
who  routinely  handles  still 
lifes  and  food  photography  for 
newspapers  and  magazines. 
"She  has  a good  sense  of  bal- 
ance and  lighting,  of  keeping 
things  simple  and  graphic. 

She  was  very  skilled  with  her 
handling  of  equipment  — es- 
pecially for  someone  at  the 
beginning." 

Nui  only  recently  graduated 
to  handling  the  4 x 5-inch  cam- 
eras with  which  she  shot  her 
work.  She  first  learned  to  take 
photographs  at  15  and  cur- 
rently uses  her  35mm  Nikon 
FE  with  telephoto  and  wide- 
angle  lenses  for  most  of  her 
work.  While  attending  her  in- 
ternational high  school  in  Thai- 
land, she  experimented  with 
light,  reflections,  and  shadows 
— the  textures  of  trees,  for 
example,  "things  people  can- 
not see." 

After  taking  beginning  pho- 
tography from  Susan  Butler, 
Nui  pressed  to  learn  more.  A 
directed  study  with  Butler  fol- 
lowed as  did  a course  at  New

England  School  of  Photogra- 
phy. Senior  year,  as  an  intern 
with  Mindel,  Nui  worked 
three  days  a week,  printing 
photographs,  learning  about 
lighting,  and  listening  intently. 
In  her  spare  time,  she  played 
with  objects  — a fork,  some 
bottles,  a garlic  — in  front  of 
the  camera. 

"I  decided  to  try  food  shots 
because  it's  very  challenging," 
said  Nui.  "It's  very  difficult  be- 
cause you  have  to  work  very 
fast,  especially  with  fruit.  For 
example,  when  I cut  a pepper 
in  half,  it  looks  fresh.  But  if  it 
stays  long  under  the  lights  — 
even  an  hour  — it  gets 
wrinkled  and  looks  dry.  If  I cut 
a new  pepper,  the  entire  com- 
position changes  and  I have  to 
start  over." 

After  strolling  through  a su- 
permarket, Nui  selected  her 
subjects  and  set  up  her  shots. 
Left  alone  with  Mindel's 
equipment,  the  first  couple  of 
shots  took  a day  each  while  the 
last  few  she  finished  in  three  or 
four  hours.  "Working  with 
Doug  Mindel  was  really  good. 

I really  appreciate  what  he 
taught  me." 

When  she  returns  to  Thai- 
land in  August,  Nui  hopes  to 
work  for  an  international  com- 
pany where  she  can  use  her 
English.  Eventually,  she 
would  like  to  work  in  commer- 
cial photography,  possibly  in 
advertising. 

"I'm  glad  I'm  a graduate  of 
Pine  Manor,"  said  the  reserved 
25-year-old.  "You  have  more 
opportunity  when  you  have  a 
good  education  abroad."

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Last  Will  and  Testament  of 
Wilma  Will-Less* 

(WHO  DIED  WITHOUT  A LEGAL  WILL, 

SO  THE  STATE  OF  MASSACHUSETTS  DREW  THIS  ONE  FOR  HER) 

I,  WILMA  WILL-LESS  of  Chestnut  Hill,  Massachusetts  hereby  do  make,  publish  and  declare  this  to  be  my 
Last  Will  and  Testament. 

SEPARATE  PROPERTY 


FIRST  ARTICLE 

I give  my  husband  one  half  (V2)  of  my  real  and  personal 
property  (including  my  house  owned  outright  by  me 
and  my  stocks  and  bonds,  automobiles,  jewelry, 
clothing  and  so  forth)  and  I give  my  children  the  remain- 
ing one-half  (V2). 

I.  I appoint  my  husband  as  guardian  of  my  children, 
but  as  a safeguard  I require  that  he  report  to  the  Pro- 
bate Court  regularly  and  render  an  accounting  of 
how,  why  and  where  he  spent  the  money  necessary 
for  the  proper  care  of  my  children. 

II.  As  a further  safeguard,  I direct  my  husband  to  pro- 
duce to  the  Probate  Court  a Performance  Bond  to 
guarantee  that  he  exercises  proper  judgment  in  the 
handling,  investing  and  spending  of  the  children's 
money. 

III.  As  a final  safeguard,  my  children  shall  have  the 
right  to  demand  and  receive  a complete  accounting 
from  their  father  of  all  of  his  financial  actions  with 
their  money  as  soon  as  they  reach  legal  age. 

IV.  When  my  children  reach  age  eighteen  (18),  they 
shall  have  full  rights  to  withdraw  and  spend  their 
shares  of  my  estate.  No  one  shall  have  any  right  to 
question  my  children's  actions  on  how  they  decide 
to  spend  their  respective  shares. 

SECOND  ARTICLE 

Should  my  husband  remarry  and  subsequently  die,  his 
second  wife  shall  be  entitled  to  one-half  (V 2)  of  every- 
thing my  husband  possesses  at  his  death  should  he  die 
without  a will. 


* Assumptions:  Wilma  has  a husband  and  two  children  and  more 
than  $50,000  of  property. 


I.  Should  my  children  need  some  of  this  share  for 
their  support,  the  second  wife  shall  not  be  bound  to 
spend  any  part  of  her  share  on  my  children's 
behalf. 

II.  The  second  wife  shall  have  sole  right  to  decide  who 
is  to  get  her  share,  even  to  the  exclusion  of  my 
children. 

THIRD  ARTICLE 

Should  my  husband  predecease  me  or  die  after  me  but 
while  any  of  my  children  are  still  minors,  I do  not  wish 
to  exercise  my  right  to  nominate  the  guardian  of  my 
children. 

I.  Rather  than  nominating  a guardian  of  my  prefer- 
ence, I direct  my  relatives  and  friends  to  get  to- 
gether and  select  a guardian  by  mutual  agreement. 

II.  In  the  event  that  they  fail  to  agree  on  a guardian,  I 
direct  the  Probate  Court  to  make  the  selection.  If  the 
court  wishes,  it  may  appoint  a stranger  acceptable 
to  it. 

FOURTH  ARTICLE 

Under  the  existing  tax  law,  there  are  certain  legitimate 
avenues  open  to  me  to  reduce  or  defer  death  taxes.  Since 
I prefer  to  have  my  money  used  for  governmental  pur- 
poses rather  than  for  the  benefit  of  my  husband  and  chil- 
dren, I direct  that  no  effort  be  made  to  lower  taxes. 

IN  WITNESS  THEREOF,  I have  set  my  hand  and  seal  to 
this,  my  Last  Will  and  Testament,  consisting  of  two  (2) 
typewritten  pages,  on  this day  of , 19 
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Wilma  Will-Less
